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DETAILED ACTION 



1) Acknowledgement is made of Response received 12/28/2001, Paper No. 5. 
The Response is to Office Action of 9/28/2001, Paper No. 4. 

2) Claims 1-28, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Paraskevas (4,480,796) in view of Zugelder (3,608,976), for reasons provided in 
previous Office Action, Paper No. 4. 



Response to Amendment 

3) Applicant's arguments filed 12/28/2001 , have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In regard to the independent claims, applicant alleges that the combination of 
cited references, Paraskevas and Zugelder, is not proper because Zugelder, directed to 
a fan blade used for solid particles wear resistance, fails to provide teaching for 
modifying the rotor of Paraskevas, which is intended for use in a pulping apparatus. 

The argument is not well taken. Zugelder discloses ribs containing wear- 
resistant material, such as tungsten, or other material known to be highly wear resistant 
(col. 2, lines 4-10), for combating wear from solid pulverized coal particles and the ribs 
of Zugelder are providing wear resistance in an environment that is harsher than 
encountered in a liquid media of a pulper. The wear resistant materials capability of 
Zugelder is an improvement over the wear resistant materials in the present application, 
and there is no reasons to state that they would not provide wear protection in water. 
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Applicant alleges that it is not apparent how the ribs of Zugelder would be 
incorporated into the apparatus of Paraskevas. 

As disclosed in item 2, the anti wear ribs of Zugelder would be attached to the 
entire leading front surface of blades, shown in Figures 3-5 of Paraskevas. 

Applicant alleges that it is not apparent that the addition of ribs of Zugelder to the 
apparatus of Paraskevas would enable the desired creation of currents to be 
maintained. 

The Zugelder anti resistant ribs installation would be optimized to maintain 
desired current flows in the apparatus of Paraskevas.
